ATTEMPT TO MURDER 


WITNESS IN_FEUD CASE 


Assassins In Ambush Fire at Capt. 


Ewen, Who Testified Against 


Curtis and Jett. 


Lexington. Ky.. Nov. 4.—Under tho 


cloak of the election excitement an 
attempt was made to kill Capt. Belvin 
J. Ewen, the chief,witness In the feud 
trial at Jackson last August. ' 


Twelve shots were fired at Ewen 


from a blind alley as he passed along 
the dark end of Walnut street. One 
went through his hat and 
another 


through the lapel of his coat, but ho 
was not wounded. 
He waJ walking 


with Judge W. H. Mann, at whose 
home he is stopping, and tho Judge 
had Just crossed the alley In front of 
Ewen when the firing began. 


Ever since he testified that Curtis 


Jett and Tfcomus White had murdered 
James U. Marcum In the door of the 
courthouse at Jackson Capt. Ewen has 
been regarded as a marked man. His 
sensational participation In tho feud 
that had stirred Urcathltt county for 
a score of years aroused tho bitterest 
hatred of him, and 
his hotel was 


burned and ho and his family driven 
from Jackson before the trial of Jett 
and White was begun. 


When Marcum was shot from be- 


hind, Capt. Ewen stood by his side. 
Knowing the conditions In the town, 
he feared to make n statement for a 
long time, but at length declared that 
Jett and White were tho assassins. 
Ho at onco left Jackson to save his 
life, nnd when he returned to the trial 
he was hidden In n chest In a bag- 
page car, fearing that ho would be 
killed on the road. While in tho town 
he remained under military escort, liut 
his testimony was the one thing that 
pealed the fate of Jett and White. {He 
left Jackson after the trial and has 
carefully remained away from there 
ever sltlce.

jetween President Roosevelt and his 
advisers.

There 
has been some sympathy with Panama 
and a trend toward Independence of 
those states west of tho mountains 
on tho Pacific aide and bordering on 
tho Caribbean sea on tho Atlantic 
side. 


According to late estimates there 


are less than 1,000 government troops 
In the state of Panama at the present 
time.

ment has 50,000 troops tinder arms 
in the interior and on the western 
coast, and these can be moved 
by 


transports to Panama or vicinity, but 
could not be sent overland.

association claimed that the method 
of assessment now follo-.ved by the 
stale hoard Is double taxation. 


The statement In part Is as follows: 
The assessment of the capital stock 


ot mercantile corporations will place 
«ich corporations In the conduct of 
their business at a sreat disadvantage 
with tlrms organized as copartner- 
ships or corporations organized under 
the laws of other states. When the 
law ot 1S72 was passed mercantile 
concerns 
organized as corporations 


did not exist In this state. Such cor- 
porations as did exist, except public 
utility companies, were exempt from 
taxation on their capital stock, and 
we feel certain that If the legislature 
had any knowledge of the existence of 
such corporations us we now repre- 
sent It would have Included them In 
the exemption under the law. 


Labor Under Handicap. 


Those who wish to conduct a mer- 


cantile business In the state of Illinois 
under a corporate organization find 
themselves handicapped by the law re- 
ferred to. Their capital slock repre- 
sents their tangible assets. If. there- 
fore, the local assessor reaches the 
tangible property and assesses It at 
its proper value? he reaches every-.]

ground with his neighbor who con- 
ducts his business us an Individual or 
through a copartnership. 
It costs the 


one as much to manufacture his goods 
as the other: each pays equal salaries: 


• rents In s. like neighborhood are on a 
like basis; sales must be made at 
equal prices, and If an Individual or 
copartnership can do" business by pay- 
ing only one-half that the corporation 
docs, it can readily be seen how the 
Individual or partnership can outclass 
Its competitors. 


Effect of Double Taxation. 


If facts be required of how double 


taxation In Illinois on mercantile Cor- 
porations Influence!* the upbuilding of 
industrial Institutions In other states, 
•we have but to look at the northern 
portion of Indiana, whlcli Is 
dotted 


•with great Industrial enterprises in 
which millions upon millions of dollars 
have been expended, and the 
one 


thng which induced this vast expendi- 
ture was the Injustice of our laws on 
taxation. 
Every one of these great 


commercial enterprises belongs to Il- 
linois and would gladly avail Itself of 
the opportunity of remaining here If It 
could be assured of justice In thci mat- 
ter of taxation. 


Pennsylvania and most of the other 


states do not tax the capital stock, and 
in a number of Instances do not tax 
the tangible property of Industrial cor- 
porations. They lose nothing by such 
liberality.
